Mr. Beck, an ecasy-talker and 
with sincerity in his tone, empha- 
sized that labor recognizes that 
the only way to get the bill al- 
tered or repealed is to send men to 
Washington who will do that job. 

“The assemblymen and senator 
from Washington who voted for 
the bill will not be reelected—and 
I am as sure of that as anything,” 
he said. 

Outside the large Teamsters 
union building here milled several 
hundred men. Inside in the aud- 
itorium was another group. 


“I tried to get the local taxi 
men who are on strike to accept 
a new offer, but they would not 
go back to work under any cir- 
cumstances pecause they are all 
riled up over the Taft-Hartley 
bill,” he declared. 


Mr. Beck condoned the practice 
of union men ‘walking, off their 
jobs in protest against the bill.

Proposed For 
Flood Control 


WASHINGTON, June 27. (#P) 
—A. $253,000,000, fund for flood 
control and navigation was pro- 
posed to the House today. 

This is about $38,000,000 less 
than budget estimates submitted 
to Congress by President Truman 
last January. 

Reflecting agitation for economy 
in government, the House appro- 
priations committee recommend- 
ed the reduced fund for work on 
scores of projects during the next 
12 months. 

Committee leaders urged quick 
action on the hill today, although 
opponents of the slash refused to 
forego a fight for an_ increase. 
There were other members who 
thought the cut should be greater. 

The appropriation for the 12 
months ending next Monday was 
$308,857,000, approximately the 
normal 
each year for water projects. 
Some congressmen contend that 
the annual appropriation should be 
at least $300,000,000 to assure con- 
stant utilization of the country’s 
inland waterways. 

Others suggested that the $38,- 
000,000 reduction was moderate 
and that the army engineers could 
increase expenditures if. neces- 
sary. They have an_ estimated 
$200,000,000 plus “frozen” when 
project work was halted during 
the war.

State Court 
Upsets Policy 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 27 
(4P)—The State Supreme ‘Court 
today overturned an industrial ac- 
cident commission policy of two 
years standing and thereby de- 
prived injured workers of approx- 
imately $10,000,000 in disability 
awords. 

Ina six to‘one  déciion, “the Port 
held that the commission had been 
applying contrary to law’s intent 
an amendment to the State Work- 
men’s compensation laws which 
became effective Sept. 15, 1945. 

This amendment provided that 
if an injured workman’s témpor- 
ary disability award amounted to 
more than 25 percent of his per- 
manent award, then he would re- 
ceive 75 per cent of the permanent 
award in addition to whatever 
temporary disability payments he 
had received. If temporary pay- 
ments amounted to less than 25 
per cent, they were subtracted 
from the permanent award.

SEISMOGRAPHS CAN NOW BE USED TO 
LOCATE TYPHOONS, SCIENTIST CLAIMS | fortes, sergeant-at-arms. 


-PASADENA. (';)—Dr. Beno 
Gutenberg , chief seismologist 
at the California Institute of 
Technology, says seismographs 
could be used to locate typhoons 
and ‘fortell their course. 

The scientist, just returned 
from a 25,000-mile trip through 
the. Southw:st Pacific for the 
U.S. navy, said in an interview 
that the earthquake recording 
instruments also can be used 
in locating violent storms at sea 
because typhoons shake the 
earth with waves that disturb 
the..ocean floor. 

‘“We use a triangular pattern 
of vaults, as with quakes,” he 
said. “By measuring the time 
interval between the arrival of 
microseismic waves we deter- 
mine the source and distance.”

==z|Veterans Have Four Choices, 


In Conversion Of GI Insurance 


One of the most confusing prob- 
lems which faces the veteran to- 
day is how and when to convert 
GI insurance. A good majority 
of ex-servicemen have retained 
their National Service Life Insur- 
;ance policies, but are in doubt as 
to their rights, according to Leo 
J. Murphy, Veterans Service Offi- 
cer for Ontario. 

Veterans who took out NSLI 
before January 1, 1946, have eight 
years from the date of their pol- 
icy before they must convert. 

Those few servicemen whose 
policies are dated later than Jan- 
uary 1, 1946, have only three years 
in which to convert. 


Types of Conversion 

Conversion means simply 
changing over thé policy from the 
temporary term insurance issued 
during the war to a permanent 
policy, for civilian life. 

The first and commonest type of 
conversion is to straight life in- 
surance which means simple cov- 
erage for the rest of the individu- 
al’s life. The rates are higher than 
NSLI premiums because coverage 
is for a whole lifetime instead of

only five years as during the war. 
However this is the cheapest plan 
for conversion, Mr. Murphy said. 


The second possibility is pay- 
ment at the age of 65 which means 
that the veteran pays premiums 
until he reaches that age when 
he makes no further payments yet 
is covered for the remainder of 
his life. Payments are a little 
more than for straight life. 

Payment at the age of 60 is a 
similar plan with the same re- 
quirements up to the agé of 60, 
but costing slightly more than is 
a third plan. 

Next are the 20 and 30 year en- 
dowments which mean that pre- 
miums paid over either 20 or 30 
period will be made in a lump sum 
to the veteran when the time is 
up. These are obviously expensive 
and few veterans could afford to 
keep up payments. 

Since all these plans are rela- 
tively expensive when compared 
to wartime insurance many veter- 
ans find that they must reduce 
their total insurance from $10,000 
to some lesser amount which they 
can better afford. 

Conversion 

Conversion to one of the plans 
just mentioned has two advan- 
tages, Mr. Murphy points out. 

First, the years in the service 
during which the veteran paid pre- 
miums on his insurance will: be 
taken into account and his new 
policy will be back dated to the 
date when he took out his service 
insurance. Of course the veteran 
must make up the difference in 
the new and higher premiums back 
to that date. 

The advantage of making the 
back payments is that if the GI 
insurance is cancelled a private in- 
surance company would force the 
applicant to take a physical which 
he might not pass. If he passed a 
physical examination he would 
face higher rates because of his 
advanced age.

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there are four methods by which 
the government will pay the ben- 
eficiaries, Mr. Murphy says. 


A lump sum payment of the en- 
tire value of the policy will be 
made if requested by the soldier 
during his lifetime. 

If the serviceman dies and has 
not requested a lump sum pay- 
ment to his beneficiaries the gov- 
ernment will allow a choice of one 
of the following three plans. 

‘Payments can be made over a 
period from three to 20 years or 
in other words equally divided in’ 
from thirty-six payments to 240 
payments. 

Another plan guarantees the 
beneficiary a certain amount of 
money each month for the rest of 
his or her life depending upon his 
or her age aft the time of the ser- 
vice man’s death. Payments under 
this plan are naturally small. 

The last plan calls for the pay- 
ment to the beneficiary of a cer- 
tain fixed amount each month 
until the face value of the policy 
is used up. 

Any of these optional plans may 
be chosen by a veteran through 
application blanks which are avail- 
able at the Veterans Center on 
South Euclid avenue. 


Combinations 

Veterans should note that any 
combination of plans or amounts 
of insurance can be divided among 
any number of beneficiaries, 

For instance of a serviceman 
with $10,000 worth of insurance 
wishes to have $5000 paid to his 
wife in a lump sum and $2500 paid 
to each of his children by another 
plan he may do so. 

Changes in beneficiary can be 
made in writing at any timie by 
writing to’ Veterans Administra- 
tion Branch office, 180 New Mont- 
gomery street, San Francisco. 

Further information regarding 
conversion can be obtained at the 
Veterans Center in Ontario, Mr. 
Murphy said.

Af- 
ter the dress rehearsal on Dec. 30, 
Sulivan went home and started the 
overture, finishing it at five in 
the morning and rehearsing it at 


| eleven. By eight o’clock that night 


he was in the pit of the Fifth av- 
enue theatre to conduct the first 
performance anywhere of “The 
Pirates of Penzane,” or “Love and } 
Duty” and to a sensational suc- 
cess. 

Another interesting fact about 
the light opera is that at the first 
British performance at the Bijou 
in England, Richard Mansfield, 
destined to become one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest dramatic — stars, 
played the role of Maj. Stanley
